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REMARKS 

Applicant wish to thank Examiner Gibbs for the courteous personal interview conducted 
on June 28, 2006 to discuss potential claim amendments. 

Following entry of the amendments provided herewith, Claims 1, 5, 7, 9, 10, 12, 15, and 
41-58 will be pending. Claims 2-4, 6, 8, 11, 13, 14, and 16-40 are canceled. Claims 1, 15, and 41 
are currently amended. Claims 5 1-58 are newly introduced. No new matter is introduced by way 
of these amendments. 

Claim 1 is amended to insert proposed language discussed during the interview conducted 
on June 28, 2006. Claim 1 as amended herewith recites oligonucleotides targeted to nucleotides 
174 to 203 of SEQ ID NO: 3, and additionally recites that the oligonucleotides have 100% 
complementarity to SEQ ID NO: 3. To the best of Applicants' knowledge, the Examiner's 
searches have not yielded oligonucleotides having 1 00% complementarity to SEQ ID NO: 3, 
Claim 1 5 is amended to correct antecedent basis. 

Claims 51-58 are newly introduced and find support in the specification and claims as 
originally filed. For example, Claim 51 finds support in Table 1; Claims 52, 53, 57, and 58 find 
support on page 70, lines 3 through 13 and in Example 15; Claim 54 finds support in the claims 
as originally filed; and Claim 55 finds support in Table 1 ,
